| demonstration. The carriage In which 
he rode to the city park, where he 
spoke to a large audience, composed 
mostly of workmen in the railroad- 
Whops, ran a gauntlet of redfire and 
Roman candles, while the throngs on 
the 
sidewalks 
Voferclously 
cheered 
him. 
His remarks dwelt mainly on the 
•ubjeet of campaign publicity, elec­ 
tion of setiafors by direct vo*o of the 
people and the labor planks in the 
Detiver platform. 
He was unsparine 
in his attacks on Speaker Cannon, Mi 
Sherman, the Republican vice presi­ 
dential candidate, and Mr. Taft. 
First 
referring to the criticism that hereto­ 
fore had been heaped upon him for 
traveling over the country delivering 
political speeches. Mr. Bryan declared 
that he always had believed it was per­ 
fectly proper to speak to those who 
are to vote. 
He spoke of the fact lhat 
twelve years ago he had said that the 
president was only a hired man em­ 
ployed by the people to do W'hat they 
wanted a president to do and that ai 
though he was criticised by New York 
papers for bringing the high office of 
president down to the level of a hired 
man he had decided not to take the 
statement hack. 
In his opinion every 
public official Is a hired man.

Called out 20,000 soldiers and sailors 
of the United States and of the na­ 
tional guard of Pennsylvania. 
In addition to ihis first of the va­ 
riety of spectacular parades planned 
In connection with the celebration of 
Founders’ week, there were a number 
of Incidents and events fraught with 
historic 
significance, 
At 
night 
the 
city is a blase of light. 
The day began wl«h a salute of thir­ 
teen guns, fired from each of the war 
ships In the harbor, and the trumpet 
1ngs of mounted heralds In medlaeva1 
costumes on the plaza of the city hall 
Events followed fast from that time 
until tne long military column moved 
down North Broad street from Sos 
quehanna avenue. 
At the head of the 
national guard rode Governor Stuart 
and his staff.

Why, his objection is that if you pub­ 
lish the contributions before the elec­ 
tion political opponents will take ad­ 
vantage of the publication and will 
draw- wrong inferences and false Im­ 
pressions that will prejudice the peo­ 
ple against the candidates of the Re­ 
publican party. 
Now do you know 
what it means to say that? 
Why, It 
m ean* that Mr. Taft is conscious that 
his committee is receiving contribu­ 
tions which if they were known would 
I excite criticism by the people. 
Now 
that is the admission /hat he makes.”

St. Paul, Oct. 6.—“ Mr. Bryan did 
the; country a great service by being 
twice defeated. 
Had he been elected 
I twelve years ago he would not be a 
I candidate now, but would have gone 
i down in the disaster of his own falla­ 
cies.”

E. Hughes of .Yew York thus summed 
up why he was w-orking for the defeat 
of the Democratic candidate for presi­ 
dent. 
Mr. Bryan’s proposed remedies 
for the correction of national evils, 
laid Governor Hughes, were “impossi­ 
ble panaceas and cure-alls.”

Rapid Changes in European Politics 


Within a Week— France Has Es­ 
sayed the Role of Mediator With 


the Object of Preventing War Be* 
tween Turkey and Bulgaria. 


London, 
Oct. 
6.—In 
the ancient 
capital of Tirnovo the Independence of 
Bulgaria has been proclaimed, with 
the czar of the Bulgarians as a ruler. 
Czar of the Bulgarians is recognized 
to mean more than czar of Bulgaria, 
because It is a distinct intimation that 
he regards his country as having sov- 
srelgnty over all the people of that 
blood In the East. Within a day or 
two Austria-Hungary, which has been 
working with Prince Ferdinand in this 
preconcerted plan, will proclaim the 
new status of Bosnia and Herzegovina. 
The question, Which bas been stirring 
tbs whole of Europe more deeply than 
any similar question In the memory 
of the present generation, is, does it 
mean 
war? From all the capitals 
come reports indicating that It means, 
first of all, another European congress 
of the signers of the treaty of Berlin 
to consider the situation and prob­ 
ably to revise the treaty. 
Turkey, 
caught In a moment of weakness,, is 
the victim of this situation and while 
some internal animosities have been 
stirred up, probably no powei is will­ 
ing to make war. 
Reports from the 
emancipated Turkish press to London 
Indicate that the “Young Turks” will 
swallow this bitter pill as best they 
can, and lf they do, naturally the Bul­ 
garians, while willing and eager for 
war, will have no cause on which to 
base the beginning of hostilities. 
From the British standpoint the 
whole affair has been a surprise, and 
more than a surprise, because for the 
first time In years the British govern­ 
ment felt itself, with apparently a 
perfect 
understanding with 
France 
and Russia and complete friendship 
with. Italy, to be in a position where 
It dominated European politics, re­ 
serving out of this consideration the 
almost enmity between itself and Ger­ 
many. 
Probably never In the history of 
Europe 
have 
polities 
taken 
such 
amazingly kaleidoscopic revolutions as 
during the past week. 
An entangling 
situation will come when the signa­ 
tories of the Berlin treaty meet to 
consider what action shall he taken 
regarding the violations of the treaty. 
Great Britain has served notice that 
It does not recognize the right of any 
of the parties to this treaty to violate 
its provisions, without consulting the 
others, but English diplomats know 
that the conference will resolve itself 
hto a scram hie among tho powers to 
get what is termed in European poli­ 
tics “compensating advantages” which 
Austria, barked by Germany, has al­ 
ready obi aired. 


that fresh complications may be avoid­ 
ed. 
Already certain tentative proposi­ 
tions as a basis for such conference 
have been forwarded to Constantino­ 
ple and if the porte’s assent can be se­ 
cured it is regarded as certain that 
peace will be maintained 
The nature 
of these propositions has not been dis­ 
closed, but it is understood that they 
involve the recognition of Bulgaria’s 
independence as a “fait accompli.’
